JEROME HAS BEEN ASKED 
TO COME AND GET HIM 


Thaw Was Free for but Three 
Hours, a Period Spent in 
Aimlessly Touring Without 
Seeming Destination 


(By Associated Press.) 

COLEBROOK, N. H,, Sept. 10.—Harry 
K. Thaw enjoyed three hours of liberty 
in northern New England today, but 
Was arrested shortly before noon on a 
country road five miles from here by 
Sheriff Holman Drew of Coos county. 

Thaw, in an automobile with some 
newspaper correspondents, was driving 
down the road and had reached a rural 
{school house when an automobile con- 
taining the sheriff appeared in sight. 
The sheriff, recognizing Thaw, held up 
his hand for the car to stop. 

Thaw ordered the chauffeur; a French- 
Canadian, to bring the car to a stand- 
still, and then alighted and went inta 
the sheriff's car without protest, al- 
though the officer had no warrant for 
his arrest. Thaw and the newspaper 
correspondents then proceeded to Cole- 
brook. Thaw was not locked up in jail, 
but was taken to the office of Tom 
Johnson, a local attorney, whom he re- 
tained as his legal adviser. 

During the early part of his flight 
from Norton Mipls, Vt., Thaw lost his 
hat, and when he reached here he wore 
a cap borrowed from one of his news- 
paper companions. 


His only possession was a bunch of 
cigars. As soon as he arrived here 
with his prisoner, Sheriff Drew wired

Later in the day Thaw will be taken 
to Lancaster, the county seai, and con- 
fined in the county jail.

Not to Re- Marry 
Divorced Parties 


CARLISLE, Pa, Sept. 10.—Clergymen 
of this city have started a movement 
to line up the clergy of the entire 
state in opposition to the remarriage 
of diverced persons. The plan pro- 
vides that ministers shall sign an agree- 
ment not to perform a marriage cere- 
mony in a case where either one of 
the contracting parties has been di- 
voreed. 

A committee was appoitned to pre- 


pare a petition to the loeal clerk of 
the court, requesting him to indicate 
on the ‘marriage license furnished to 


ministers whether or not either of the 
parties contemplating matrimony had 
been divorced. This is not required by 
state law now, but can be done, it is 
claimed, at the option of the marriage 
license clerk. 

The ministers, however, probably will 
provide an exception in the case of per- 
sons who can furnish to them under 
oath evidence, including a transcript 
of the order of court, showing them 
to be the innocent party. 


SENTENCE COMMUTED FOR 
CLINCH COUNTY NEGRO: 


Governor Slaton Tuesday afternoon 
granted execytive clemency to Lige 
Lane, the Clifch county negro who was 
sentenced to hang Wednesday for an 
alleged assault on a white woman re- 
siding near Homerville. The governor 
yielded to the petitions of the white 
men and women of Homerville, and the 
court officials of Clinch eounty, and 
commuted Lane's sentence to life im- 
prisonment. 

There was considerable doubt as to 
the identity of the negro who commit- 
ted the alleged crime. 

The prison commission tnanimously 
recommended the commutation, 
re part he iced 
tifying them of the examinations. Al- 
ready many responses and recommenda- 
tions have been received by Mr. Malone. 
It is stated, officially, that political 
faith will not be considered either ‘in 
making designations or in placing men 
en th eeligible list. 

President Taft placed the secretary- 
ships under civil service, but by law 
all such appointments are subject to 
confirmation by the senate, so that ul- 
timately the responsibility rests upon 
the president. He will be guided of! 
course by the recommendations of the 


state department, and the department 
in turn, will make its recommendations 
from the eligible list.

OF DIRECTING PERJURY QF THE BELL SYSTEM ANDTHEPUBLIC

The suit brought by the United States 
qvestioning the purcnase of certain 
telephone properties in the northwest, 
as weil as the pending Interstate Com- 
merce Commission telephone investiga- 
tion, have caused many inquiries. 
Without taking up anything going to the 
merits of these proceedings, it has 
seemed to us proper to state generally | 
what has been our policy and purpose} 
in the conduct of our business. | 

We have found, or thought that we) 
| had, that our interests were best served | 
|} when the ‘public interests were best) 
| served; and we believe: that, such suc- | 
cess as we have had has been because | 
our business has been conducted on) 
these lines. 


| 
We believe that our company has an | 
interest as vital as that of the public 
in the proper administration of the 
problems of electrical inter-communi- 
cation. The success and prosperity of 
our company depend upon a solution of 
these problems which shall be sound 
from both the standpoint of the com- 
pany and tne public which it serves. 
Following our own best judgment, 
supplemented by the best obtainable ad- 
vice, we have endeavored to do what 
would best serve the public interest, 
wherever "possible our plans have been 
disclosed to the public in advance, and 
what has been along ordinary business 
lines, with the implied, and generally, 
with the expressed approval, authoriza- 
tion or consent of the municipal and 
state authorities directly interested. Our 
effort has been not only to obey the law, 
but to avoid everything which might 
even have the appearance of an attempt 
at evasion. 


Our business methods and policy, and 
practicagly all of the details as to the 
transaction of our business, are matters 
of common knowledge and are, and for 
many years have been, well known to 
the government. We will willingly fur- 
nish the government any additional in- 
formation which is in our possession 
or under our control, and will cordially 
co-operate with it in obtaining such fur- 
ther information as it may require. 
Iivery possible assistance will be given 
by us to the courts in their effort to 
determine whether our policy is or has 
been inimical to the public interest. 
We desire that anything wrong be cor- 
rected; we will voluntarily rectify any 
wrong that may be pointed out to us; 
and, so far as it may be determined 
that our policy or any act under it is 
against the public interst, we will 
promptly conform to such determina- 
tion, 


We believe that if each of our ex- 
changes were made an independent unit 
and if each connecting line were put 
under a separate control, the’ effect 
upon the telephone service of the coun- 
try would be a condition so intolerable 
that the public would refuse to submit 
to it and would immediately require 
such physical connection and, common 
control of these various units as would 
amalgamate them into a single system. 
Physical connection in the case of teie- 
phone or telegraph does not mean trans- 
fer of messages from one line to the 
other. It means such a connection as 
will permit one person to have the 
actual possession of the particular line 
of communication from one end of it to 
the other and this can only be given 
efficiently by exchange systems and con- 
necting lines under a common control; 
and that is what the.Bell System is. 

In this connection, and for general in- 
formation, we will restate the policy 
which controlled the building up of 
the Bell System, and our belief as to 
what a telephone system should be, and 
what are its relations to the public. 

We believe in and were the first to 
advocate state or government control 
and regulation of public utilities; that 
this control or regulation should be by 
permanent quasi-judicial bodies, act- 
ing after thorough investigation and 
governed by the equities of each case; 
and that this control or regulation, be- 
yond requiring the greatest efficiency 
and economy, should not interfere with 
management or operation. We believe 
that these bodies, if they are to be per- 
manent, effective and of public benefit, 
should be thoroughly representative;

We believe that the public would in 
this way get all the advantages and 
avoid all the manifest disadvantayes of 
public ownership. 

We believe that centers of business 
fand population exist for the conveni- 
ence of the public as a whole, and that 
| no such center can prosper without suf- 
ficient and efficient means of

all or matters of general policy. 

We believe that any surplus beyond 
that necessary to equalize dividends on 
a fair basis should be used by the com. 
pany for the benefit of the public and 
should be inalienable for any other pur. 
pose, and should be either invested in 
revenue-earning plant until necessary to 
substitute plant, which may become in- 
adequate or obsolete, or should be used 
to make the service cheaper or better, 

We believe that under proper gov- 
ernmental control and regulation the 
profits from promotion or operation 
allowed to be distributed should not 
be so large as to warrant or tempt 
complete duplication of plant and or 
ganization, with its duplication of its 
capital eharges and its organization, 
operating, maintenance and deprecta- 
tion expenses; and we do not believe 
that utilities giving at fair rates an 
efficient and sufficiently comprehensive 
universal service should be subject te 
limited competition, not giving such 
service. Competition which ignores the 
obligation to furnish a complete ané 
comprehensive service is not compe- 
tition, is not for the benefit of the 
public in that it does not reach the 
whole public interested. 

If, therefore, complete duplication, 
with its dual exchange connection and 
dual bills for service, is a prerequisite 
to complete competition, government 
control and regulation cannot go hand 
in hand with competition. 

We believe that the record of the 


Bell System will be accepted by the 
public as fully in accord with these 
declarations. Consistent adherence to 


this policy has given the public of the 
United States the best, most compre- 
hensive and cheapest telephone service 
in the world and made the Bell stand- 
ards the standards of all nations. 

To remove any possible excuse for 
misapprehension on account of the many 
misleading statements which have been 
circulated as to the alleged unneces- 
Sary and overcapitalization and exces- 
sive charges of the Bell System, the 
following statistics are given. Except 
where ‘stated, the figures are for the 
Bell System; that is, the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph, and its Asso- 
ciated Companies. 

The entire Bell System on June 36, 
1913, had outstanding in the hands of 
the public obligations (i. e., notes, open 
accounts, bonds and shares) to the par 
value of $776,000,000, 

The book value of the total tangible © 
assets, which is considerably less than 
their replacement value, amounted to 
$960,000,000. Many appraisals of prop- 
erty included in these assets have been 
made, and most of them under the dl- 
rection of public authorities. In no 
case has the value as it stands on the 
books failed to be sustained, and in 
most cases it has been very largely 
exceeded. 

The total dividends and interest paid 
during the year 1912, amounted to only 
6.1 per cent on the average of its ovt- 
standing obligations, and to less than 
5 per cent on the average value of. its 
assets. 

The actual cash which has been paid 
into the treasury of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company om 
account of the capital obligations now 
outstanding amounts to $22,000,000 
more than the par of such outstanding 
obligations. 


The Associated Companies collected 
from the public and paid back in 
taxes over $10,000,000 during the year 
1912. 


The steadily increasing necessities of 
the public not only for additional bet 
for new telephone service can only be 
met by new construction, involving ¢4P- 
ital outlay. To meet these’ demands 
during the six and one-half years from 
1907 to June 1913, inclusive, the 
crease in telephone plant was as fol 
lows: Toll line wire increased from 
1,460,000 miles to 2,242,000 miles; ¢*- 
change wire increased from 6,000,000 
Miles to 13,000,000; the number of ex 
change stations increased from 2.730,000 
to 5,200,000; the number of stations of 
independent companies connected with 
the Bell Systern increased from 343,000 
to 2,620,000.

Back to Weather Proverbs. 


lt is pleasing to note that the United States 
weather bureau has extended its distinguished recog- 
nition to those homely old proverbs by which our 
grandsires sagely foretold the coming of rain and 
drouth or even the approach of lean and plenteous 
seasons but which in these latter years of doubting 
science have fallen into sad disuse. The weather 
specialists now admit that at least some of the folk- 
lore sayings were founded on rational observation 
and may. serve as useful guides for local predictions. 
Though not yet ready to accept the once popular 
theory of wet ana dry moons nor to concede that 
rain can be conjured down by hanging a dead snake 
in the fork of a tree, the bureau is rather cordially 
disposed toward the proverb which runs: 


“When the stars begin to huddle 
The earth will soon become a puddle.” 


Your learned meteorologist could doubtless ex- 
plain this antique oracle on a thuroughly scientific 
basis; but for our own part we prefer to take it un- 
questionably as one of those sprigs of primal wisdom 
which sprang up and flourished long before men ever 
addled their heads with ologies. We are particularly 
glad that the speciaiists have found reom for this 
other weather rhyme: 


“Evening gray and morning red 
Makes the shepherd hang his head; 
Evening red and morning gray, 
Two sure signs of one fair day.” 


The only regret 's that so few shepherds are left 
to profit by these infallible cmens and that one of 
us out of ten thousand knows or cares whether the 
morning be red or gray. “A year of snow, a year of 
plenty” is another adage revived by the liberal scien- 
tists at Washington and they are not entirely skepti- 
eal of the line, “January warm, the Lord have 
mercy!" 

Science, after al!, is only the systematized record 
of common experience and common sense. Its great- 
est discoveries hav. sprung from the homeliest seats 
~—the steaming tea kettle, che falling of an apple, 
the swinging of a pendulum.

Now for Currency Retorm. 

The supremely important business now before 
Congress is the banking and currency bill which was 
reported yesterday by the House Committee and 
which will soon be well on the way to enactment. 
This legislation is made doubly imperative by the 
passage of the tariff measure, for it is equally a 
part of the great task of economic reconstruction in 
which the country’s vital interests are concerned. If 
the emancipating effect of tariff revision is duly to 
be enjoyed, it must be followed promptly by the 
steadying, sustaining influence of financial reform. 

The reduction and removal of a crushing tariff 
tax will go far toward lifting the burden of monopoly 
from American enterprise and will release fresh 
stores of commercial and industrial energy. But an 
adequate system of currency and banking is necessary 
to supply the means and material through which 
this new freedom can be utilized. The era of busi- 


ness expansion which the tariff law, if given a fair 


test, will bring in must be accompanied by an era 
of business confidence and security such as is vir- 
tually impossible under the 


existing system of 


money and credit. The Democrats owe it to them- 
selves and to the nation that this urgent problem be 
solved without delay, for so long as it remains in 
suspense business cannot come fully into its own. 
This, the leaders in Congress keenly realize and 
there are cheering indications that they will press 


the banking and currency bill to speedy passage. It 
has the unanimous support of Democrats in the 


House; some of them, to be sure, differed over mat- 
ters of detail but all such conflicts of opinion have 
been settled in tne party conferences and when the 
administration measure comes to a vote the party 
Debate in the House 
should require only a few weeks at the most, so that 
the bill will probably reach the Senat. before Sep- 


tember ends, or shortly thereafter.

Rumors that a movement to postpone currency 
legislation has been developing in the Senate are un- 
founded. There, as in the House, the President is 
stanchly supported in his appeal for the promptest 


possible action. In the earlier days of the extra 


session the enactment of a currency bill immediate!y 
after the tariff bill was considered extremely im- 
probable; indeed, ardent friends of the administration 
doubted that Congress could be held in working order 


the long summ-r tiurough and that two such far- 
reaching measurts, either of which would be a tre- 
mendous task, could be put into effect within a sin- 
gle session. But from the hour the President ap- 
peared before Congress with his earnest and persua- 
sive address on the need of currency reform, there 
was a remarkable and refreshing change of opinion. 
Ina-tference war.ie. into cordial interest and prac- 
tically all opposition among Democratic members 
was overcome. Sincc then the demand for action on 
the banking ané eurency issue has grown continually 
stronger in Congrc s and throughout the country. 

A poll of the Democratic Senators taken yesterday 
showed thirty-five of them as favoring immediate 
consideration of tui. measure and only one, Senator 
Hitchcock, opposing it. Senator Hitchcock, as The 
Journal’s Washington correspondent relates, has pro- 
tested against currency legislation at this time from 
the beginning of the extra session, But he is con- 
spicuously alone. The great majority of Senate Dem- 
ocrats like the great majority of those in the House 
are firmly behind the administration bill and its 
passage will doubtless be effected with much more 
ease and expeditio. than was the tariff bill. 

Opposition, there will certainly be; and probably 
there will be further changes in the details of the 
measure as it comes from the House. But the larger 
issues involved have been thoroughly considered and 
settled. The bill is well described in the House com- 
mittee’s report as “designed to bring about necessary 
changes in the present banking and currency system 
and to correct long-standing evils that have had a 
slow and deep-rooted growth; it aims at the rectifi- 
cation of essential defects, although it does not ‘seek 
to make all the changes that might, from an ideal 


standpoint, be deemed desirable.” The fact is, if Con- 
gress waited for a currency measure that would be 


equally agreeable to all interests and that would 
serve as a ready panacea for each and every financial 
ill, it would never move forward a step in reform. 
The admirable quality of the pending bill is that it 
embodies the combined wisdom of many thinkers 
who have studied this problem from divers stand- 
points and that is is approved by a greater number 
and variety of sober-minded business men than any 
other measure of the kind yet proposed. 

It meets the crucial needs of the time by substi- 
tuting public or Government control of the country’s 
monetary resources for private control, by creating 
checks against the undue concentration of money at 
one or two financial centers and by providing for a 
system of currency that will be flexible and respon- 
sive to sound credit, instead of rigid as now. When 
these wise principles. are put into operation, the 
menace of financial panics will disappear. The 
country’s common business interests will no longer 
be enslaved to Wall Street. American enterprise and 
initiative will be secure as well as free. The encum- 
brances and perils of an outworn system will be 
lifted from our industry and commerce. Times will 
be better for the merchant, the working man, the 
farmer, the banker—better for every citizen as well 
as f. the country as a whole.

the way the person feels under the stress of Protracted 
heat. The reierences to the thermomter must be 
simply incidental. A piece of drool in e friena’s let- 
ter, hardly~ mentioning the heat, but trailing off into 
stillness that is Obviously the result of @ Case of 
nerves, May give an extraordinarily vivid sensation or 
100 degree temperature. 

Perhaps the best heat description in lterature is 
Kipline’s story, “At the End of the Passage.” The 
most trying weather in the world is that of India 
where there is a combination of high temperature with 
high humidity that lasts for months at a time with- 
out a let up. 

In the Kipling story four Englishmen are journey-~ 
ing far every Saturday night to spend Sunday together 
in a remote spot of this devil's country, 
opening setting of heat: s 

The thermometer marked for them 101 degrees 
of heat. The room was darkened till it Was just 
possible to distinguish the pips of the cards and 
the very white faces of the Players. A tattered, 
rotten punkah ef whitewashed calico Was pud- 
dling the hot air and whining dolefully at each 

Stroke. Outside there was neither sky, sun, nor 

horizon—nothing but a brown purple haze of heat, 

It was as though the earth were dying of apo- 

plexy.

Robert Louis Stevenson always had the abiding 
spirit of the child in him, and entered whole heart- 
edly in the pastime of the young Lloyd Osbourne, Be- 
coming absorbed in the pursuit he developed a won- 
derful “‘Kriegspiel” which kept the two engrossed dur- 
ing the early days of his exile at Davos. An enter- 
taining account of the strenuous campaigns they car- 
ried out has since beeh given by Mr. Osbourne. 

The game, he says, was constantly improved and 
elaborated until from a few hours a “war” took weeks 
to play, and the critical operations monopolized half 
their thoughts. The game was played in an attic, and 
Mr. Osbourne describes it as “a most chilly and dis- 
mal spot, reached by a crazy ladder and unlit save for 
a Single frosted window; so low at the eayes and so 


daik that we could seldom stand upright, mor see 
without a candle.’ 
Describing the method of procedure, he says: 


“Upon the attic floor a map was roughly drawn in 
chalks of different colors, with mountains, rivers, 
towns, bridges and roads of two classes. Here we 
would play by the hour, with tingling tingers and stif- 
fening Knees and an intentness, zest and excitement 
that I shall never forget. The mimic battalions 
marched and countermarched, chansed by measured 
evolutions from column formation into line, with cav- 
alry screens in front and massed supports behind in 
the most approved military fashion of today. It was 
war in miniature, even to the making and destruction 
of bridges, the intrenching of camps; good and bad 
weather, with corresponding influence on the roads; 
siege and horse artillery, proportionately slow, as 
compared to the speed of unimpeded foot, and propor- 
tionately expensive in the upkeep; and an exacting 
commissariat added the last touch of verisimilitude. 

“The strength of the enemy in any given spot could 
only be ascertained according. to strictly defined regu- 
lations, and at attempt was even made to mark certain 
districts as unhealthy and to settle by the hazard of 
the dice box the losses incurred by all troops passing 
through them. 

“During one war Stevenson chronicled the opera- 
tions in a series of extracts from the Glendarule Times 
and the Yallabally Record, until the editor of the lat- 
ter sheet was hanged by order of General Osbourne 
and its place supplied by the less offensive Herald. 

“Year after year he reverted to the game, and even 
in Samoa there was a campaign room with the map 
colored on the floor. although the painful realities of 
actual warfare, either present or imminent, occupied

The absurd and 
antiquated point of view which prompted this ordeér is 
typical of the governmental attitude towards the wom- 
en's ‘question. The benevolent despot of the harem 
is not contined to the Kast. 

Fortunately for the future welfare of the nation, 
the status of women in the home is not that of her 
Present Status in the state. Equality in the home is 
now the fundamental bassi of British home life. The 
step to equality in the state is but a short one. This 
order will bring home to the minds of thousands of 
men who hitherto have been indifferent to, or looked 
askance at, the revolt of the women the reason why 
thousands of the brightest and bravest of our women 
are prepared to meet public oblogquy and scorn, and 
brave the terrors and hardships of imprisonment, to 
remove the disabilities in the eye of the law under 
which women suffer. 

We could wish that such orders as the one under 
notice were multiplied. They would.be the best pos 
sible propaganda for the women. No decent man will, 
for instance, care to think that in law—local govern- 
ment board made law—his wife, the mother of their 
child, is classed lower than the unmarried mother.

Early Hatched Pullets 


HE man who has a large 
I number of early hatched 
pullets that have been prop- 
erly cared for should certainly 
congratulate himself, as he has 
something that will certainly ‘make 
him money this year. There are 
but a few people who have hatch- 
ed and raised as many early pul- 
lets as they would like to have, 
but nevertheless there are some 
who have done so. I saw at one 
place a few days ago more than 
.two thousand early hatched White 
Leghorn pullets, a large per cent 
of which are now laying. This 
party refused $3 each for these 
pullets and he was wise not to 
take it, because they can soon 
lay enough eggs to earn him that 
much and he will still have them. 
It is surprising what a big differ- 
ence there is in the actual laying 
capacity of these early hatched, 
well cared for pullets, and why 
more breeders do not undertake 
to hatch off more than they ordi- 
narily do early in the season is 
something that many can not un- 
derstand. It is invariably the 
case at this season every year 
that a shortage of eggs always 
occurs and everyone knows that 
to the early” hatched pullets. we 
must look for this supply of eggs. 
During August, September and 
October .a majority of the old 
hens are in full molt and as u 
rule they can not lay and molt 
at thé same time. Therefore, 
exes are generally scarce up un- 
til January unless we have a mild 
winter, and the early hatched 
pullets are usually the ones that pay the feed bills and make the 
profit for the poultryman during late summer and fall months. 

It is a real pleasure in the afternoon to get a bountiful supply of 
eggs at this season of the year from your early hatched pullets and it 
should convince every man who keeps chickens that the thing for him 
to do is always to hatch as many pullets as possible during the months 
of January, February and March and get these pullets matured and 
laying before cold weather comes. When they are properly housed 
they can usually be kept from molting in September and keep them 
continually laying. I have never seen a time yet at this season of the 
year but what strictly fresh eggs were hard to get and scarce and al- 
ways command a good price. The average merchant, sanitarium and 
private customers will beg tor them during summer and early fall 
months and are willing to pay usually a fair market price for them, 
but a majority of them yet do not appreciate the difference between 
these eggs and the average ones bought out of the ordinary store. The 
price usually that is paid amounts to something like ten cents nest 
the ordinary market, but through August, September and October strict-

Early Hatched Pullets 


HE man who has a large 
I number of early hatched 
pullets that have been prop- 
erly cared for should certainly 
congratulate himself, as he has 
something that will certainly ‘make 
him money this year. There are 
but a few people who have hatch- 
ed and raised as many early pul- 
lets as they would like to have, 
but nevertheless there are some 
who have done so. I saw at one 
place a few days ago more than 
.two thousand early hatched White 
Leghorn pullets, a large per cent 
of which are now laying. This 
party refused $3 each for these 
pullets and he was wise not to 
take it, because they can soon 
lay enough eggs to earn him that 
much and he will still have them. 
It is surprising what a big differ- 
ence there is in the actual laying 
capacity of these early hatched, 
well cared for pullets, and why 
more breeders do not undertake 
to hatch off more than they ordi- 
narily do early in the season is 
something that many can not un- 
derstand. It is invariably the 
case at this season every year 
that a shortage of eggs always 
occurs and everyone knows that 
to the early” hatched pullets. we 
must look for this supply of eggs. 
During August, September and 
October .a majority of the old 
hens are in full molt and as u 
rule they can not lay and molt 
at thé same time. Therefore, 
exes are generally scarce up un- 
til January unless we have a mild 
winter, and the early hatched 
pullets are usually the ones that pay the feed bills and make the 
profit for the poultryman during late summer and fall months. 

It is a real pleasure in the afternoon to get a bountiful supply of 
eggs at this season of the year from your early hatched pullets and it 
should convince every man who keeps chickens that the thing for him 
to do is always to hatch as many pullets as possible during the months 
of January, February and March and get these pullets matured and 
laying before cold weather comes. When they are properly housed 
they can usually be kept from molting in September and keep them 
continually laying. I have never seen a time yet at this season of the 
year but what strictly fresh eggs were hard to get and scarce and al- 
ways command a good price. The average merchant, sanitarium and 
private customers will beg tor them during summer and early fall 
months and are willing to pay usually a fair market price for them, 
but a majority of them yet do not appreciate the difference between 
these eggs and the average ones bought out of the ordinary store. The 
price usually that is paid amounts to something like ten cents nest 
the ordinary market, but through August, September and October strict-
